Perhaps the biggest surprise 
in the governor’s annual State 
of the State message to the leg­ 
islature Wednesday was a pro­ 
posal for an inspector general 
to invade the sanctity of the ed­ 
ucation 
department 
to 
make 
sure taxpayer dollars are pro­ 
perly spent. 
Since he came to office in 
1958, Rockefeller has always re­ 
spected the constitutional sepa­ 
ration of the education depart­ 
ment and the executive branch. 
Since the education 
commis­ 
sioner is the only department 
head not appointed by the gov­ 
ernor, Rockefeller has taken the 
attitude that the entire depart­ 
ment should be free of execu­ 
tive influence or pressure. 
But with increasing frequency 
in recent years legislators have 
attacked the “ ivory tower” at­ 
titude of Commissioner Ewalrd 
B. Nyquist and his predecessor, 
Dr. James E. Allen Jr., and

the 
education 
department, 
“ Albany's Penta­ 
gon.” 


Attacks on educational policy 
or such diverse standards as 
dress codes and long hair, have 
had little impact on the Rocke­ 
feller administration. He has al­ 
ways believed this was the de­ 
partment’s and not the gover­ 
nor’s business. 
But more recent charges and 
audits that have indicated pos­ 
sible waste of taxpayer money, 
have convinced 
the 
governor 
that its’ time to act. 
Nyquist. 
obviously 
angered 
iv Rockefeller intrusion, said 
Rockefeller had not discussed 
the inspector general idea with 
him or the regents. 
He also noted that it had nev­ 
er been recommended by the 
Department the Regents, or in 
the lengthy and costly study of 
the Fleischmann Commission if 
all aspects of education in New 
York. 
“ In my judgment, the way to 
achieve economy and efficiency 
in education is not to establish 
a new duplicative mechanism, 
but to strengthen the existing 
means,” Nyquist said.

“ I do not know what the gov­ 
ernor has in mind for an in­ 
spector general’s budget, but I 
submit that the most effective 
use of funds to meet the objec­ 
tive will be to improve the over­ 
all evaluation system for ele­ 
mentary and secondary educa­ 
tion by building on the existing 
monitoring 
and 
accountability 
systems,” Nyquist said. 
Nyquist noted that in the past
